PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATIONS. 


THE English publishers, in forming an asso- 
ciation of which the object is primarily to protect 
their interests, have set an example that we hope 
may soon be emulated inthis country, where the 
need of such an organization is becoming year 
by year more pressing. In these days of trades 
unions and combinations of professional men 
publishers and booksellers surely cannot be 
blamed for marching with the times. While 
the London Publishers’ Association will in the 
first place look after the interests of its own 
constituency in discussing and deciding ques- 
tions of importance concerning which it has 
been impossible heretofore to get even an opin- 
ion, it will no doubt take a liberal view of its 
functions and will promote, as far as may be 
in its power, the general welfare of the book 
trade; that is, though the Association has not 
been formed upon revolutionary principles, the 
retail book trade will no doubt in time ex- 
perience an amelioration of its condition. 

The tone of the speeches at the meeting, of 
which we print a condensed account elsewhere 
in this issue, was dignified throughout. Mr. 
Frederick Macmillan gave an emphatic con- 
firmation to the statement often made in Eng- 
lish and American trade journals that the in- 





‘An author’s success,” said Mr. Macmillan, 
‘‘is also a publisher’s success.” This, as the 
London Publishers’ Circular thinks, ‘‘is not 
always recognized; indeed, it is sometimes 
flatly denied. Nonetheless it is true. Ina 
wide sense it may likewise be said that a pub- 
lisher’s success must in the nature of things be 
a bookseller’s success. In any case, we are 
sure we speak the mind of the Association 
when we say it will do all in its power—that is 
to say, all that is consistent with fairness to 
those it represents—to improve the condition 
of the retail bookseller. But the latter must 
co-operate. He must not blame publishers for 
a depression which they had no hand in bring- 
ing about, and he must see they cannot go on 
indefinitely making allowances. With mutual 
good-will and a strict adherence to facts much 
may be done for the general improvement of 
the trade.” 

In the Pal] Mall Gazette of January 28 there 
appeared an interview with the secretary, Mr. 
R. B. Marston, respecting the objects of the 
Association. Mr. Marston was careful to dis- 
claim all antagonism to the organizations of 
authors or booksellers. ‘*‘ The Association,” 
he said, ‘‘ was not established to attack other 
interests ; simply to promote and defend its 
own.” That is a fact which cannot be made too 
plain. There are many questions on which 
concerted action is desirable ; and it will be the 
business of the council to deal with them as 
they arise. Ina word, the Association is de- 
fensive rather than aggressive. As to prices, 
Mr. Marston thinks that, low as they are now, 
they will fall vet lower. Indeed, he is of opin- 
ion that the six-shilling novel will be ousted by 
books issued on the French plan at half-a-crown. 





AUTHORS FORM A PUBLISHING COM- 
PANY. 


More than a hundred members of the Amer- 
ican Authors’ Guild attended the regular 
monthly meeting of that society in the Windsor 
Hotel, New York City, on the 12th inst. Much 
of the meeting was devoted to the discussion 
of the proposition to form an ‘‘Authors’ Pub- 
lishing Company.” 

The guild proposes to form a mutual corpo- 
ration, to be named the Associated Authors’ 
Publishing Company, and to be incorporated, 
with a capital of $50,000, for the purpose of fur- 
nishing members of the guild and authors who 
are eligible for membership, with a ‘‘trust- 
worthy medium” for the publication of their 
work after approval. 

Many of the members have already signified 
their desire to subscribe for stock in the pro- 
posed company. It was impossible to learn 
just how much stock had been applied for, but 
enough enthusiasm was manifested to indicate 
that the members believe the scheme will soon

TION. 


ON January 23, at the Stationers’ Hall, Lon- 
don, a meeting of publishers was held to con- 
sider the draft rules for the government of the 
Publishers’ Association, drawn up by a com- 
mittee appointed at a meeting held on Novem- 
ber 21 last.

After a discussion of the proposed rules they 
were adopted on motion of Mr. Murray. Mr. 
Frederick Macmillan, in moving a resolution in 
reference to the enrolment of members, ex- 
pressed his satisfaction at seeing such a large 
and representative meeting of the craft. He 
had great hopes that the large attendance at 
the meeting showed that there was a sign that 
the trade had taken the movement seriously, 
and that the association they were inaugurat- 
ing that day would be of great value to the 
publishing trade. The objects, of course, were 
rather vague. They were to promote and pro- 
tect, by all lawful means, the interests of the 
publishers of Great Britain and Ireland. How 
that promotion and protection were to be ac- 
complished at present was somewhat vague. 
But he trusted that it would be understood 
from the outset that they had no idea of com- 
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bining against authors, booksellers, printers, 
paper-makers, or any other trade with whom 
they came into contact. The natural antagon- 
ism between author and publisher was an old 
story, but thirty years’ experience in the trade 
had led him to believe that it was a mere fig- 
ment of imagination. Their interests were 
identical, and an author’s success was a pub- 
lisher’s success. Then again as to the book- 
sellers, he would be very sorry to have it 
believed that they were setting themselves to- 
gether in any spirit of hostility tothem. On 
the contrary, one of the strongest reasons for 
their existence was the hope that they might 
be able to co-operate with the retail booksellers 
in their attempt to escape from the thraldom of 
excessive discounts and diminished profits, 
which had gone so far as to make what ought 
to be an attractive calling a by-word for labor 
without adequate return. Whether they would 
accomplish anything in that direction of course 
remained to be seen, but whatever steps might 
be taken for the amelioration of their custom- 
ers’ grievances would be very much to the in- 
terests of the publishing trade. 

The rules as finally agreed upon were as fol- 
lows: 

AMENDED RULES OF THE PUBLISHERS’ 

ASSOCIA TION. 
Persons Eligible. 

I.—All firms, companies, or individuals who 
for not less than one year have carried on the 
work of dona fide book publication shall be 
eligible for membership. Those whose busi- 
ness consists mainly of the sale of books at 
retail, or who belong to any association or so- 
ciety of retail booksellers, shall not be eligible. 
The publication of newspapers or periodicals 
shall not be regarded as a qualification. 


Election of Members. 


II.—Application for membership shall be 
made to the secretary, who shall refer such 
application tothe council. The decision of the 
council as to the eligibility of the applicant 
shall be final. 


Subscription and Entrance Fee. 


III.—An entrance fee of five guineas shall 
be payable by each firm or company on joining 
the association, and a subscription of five 
guineas per annum payable in advance on or 
before the 1st of January in each year. Any 
partner in a firm, or director of a company, 
may attend and speak at general meetings, 
and be eligible’ as an officer or member of the 
council, but only one representative of each 
firm or company shall vote or be eligible. 


Officers of the Association. 

IV.—The officers of the association shall 
consist of a president, a vice-president, and an 
honorary treasurer, who shall be elected annu- 
ally by ballot at the general meeting, and shall 
be eligible for re-election, but the president 
and vice-president shall not serve for more than 
two years consecutively. 

The officers shall be ex officio members of the 
council. 

The Council. 

V.—At the annual general meeting a council 
of ten members, in addition to the three offi- 
cers, shall be elected by ballot for the ensuing 
year, and be eligible for re-election. No firm 
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shall be represented on the council by more 
than one member. 

Five members shall form a quorum. 

In case of necessity, the council shall have 
power to fill any vacancy among the officers or 
in the council until the next general meeting. 


Duties of the Hon, Treasurer. 


VI.—The duties of the honorary treasurer 
shall be to receive and pay into a bank to the 
credit of the association all moneys payable to 
the association, and to make any disburse- 
ments sanctioned by the council. 

All cheques shall be signed by the honorary 
treasurer, and countersigned by another mem- 
ber of the council. 


Duties of the Secretary. 


VII.—The duties of the secretary shall be to 
collect all subscriptions, donations, or other 
moneys due to the association, and pay the 
same over to the honorary treasurer. To or- 
ganize the association, and to endeavor to ob- 
tain the support and adherence of publishers, 
and otherwise promote the objects of the asso- 
ciation, subject to the directions of the council. 
To conduct generally all the correspondence 
and business of the association, to keep proper 
books of accounts, and make minutes of the 
proceedings of all meetings of the association 
or its committees, and to prepare and submit 
to the auditors annually the accounts and 
vouchers, with a balance-sheet containing an 
accurate statement of the finances of the asso- 
ciation. 


Auditors. 


VIII.—Two auditors shall be elected annu- 
ally at the general meeting, whose duty it shall 
be to make an audit of the accounts and bal- 
ance-sheets, of the association, which, with 
proper vouchers, shall be submitted to them 
not less than fourteen days before the annual 
general meeting. 


Annual General Meeting. 


IX.—An annual general meeting of the mem- 
bers shall be held at some convenient place to 
be appointed by the council, at which a report 
of the proceedings of the association and the 
accounts and balance-sheet for the year shall 
be submitted for approval and adoption. 

Ten days’ notice of the annual general meet- 
ing shall be given. 

Nine shall form a quorum. 


Meetings of the Council. 


X.—The council shall meet quarterly, and 
special meetings may be summoned atany time 
by a notice signed by the president or vice- 
president, on a requisition signed by two mem- 
bers of the council. 


Special General Meeting. 

XI.—On receiving a requisition signed by 
not less than seven members of the association, 
the council shall within fourteen days convene 
a special general meeting, to be held at such 
place as they shall fix. The notice of such 
meeting shall state the nature of the business 
to be considered and the resolutions to be pro- 
posed, and no other business shall be enter- 
tained. 

The council may at any time direct a special 
general meeting to be called. 


Arbitration, 


XII.—Any member may request the council 
to intervene in any dispute between such mem- 
ber and any other person or persons on a mat- 
ter connected with his business, and act as 
arbitrators or appoint an arbitrator, and further, 
any member may request the council to advise 
him on any technical question connected with 
the trade. 

In any such cases of intervention, the mem- 
ber asking the assistance of the council shall 
pay all legal and other expenses incurred by 
the council. 


Expulsion of Members. 


XIII.—The council shall have power to re- 
move from the list of members the name of any 
firm, company, or individual who may become 
bankrupt or in their opinion act in any way 
detrimental to the interests of the association, 
or whose subscription shall be more than one 
year in arrear, provided two-thirds of the 
council are present when the vote is taken. 

Any firm, company, or individual so removed 
from the list of members of the association 
shall have power to appeal against the decision 
of the council at the next general meeting pro- 
vided that notice of intention of appeal be given 
within three weeks of the decision of the coun- 
cil being communicated. 


Alteration of Rules. 


XIV.—No alteration in, or addition to, these 
rules shall be made, except at the annual gen- 
eral meeting, or at a special general meeting 
convened for that purpose. 

Three weeks’ notice of such proposed altera- 
tion to be given to the secretary in writing. 

XV.—The decision of the council shall, in all 
matters not definitely provided for by the fore- 
going rules, be final and conclusive. 





A SUIT TO COMPEL A PUBLISHER. TO 
VERIFY HIS ACCOUNTS. 


PAUL BourGET has brought suit against his 
publisher, the Maison Lemerre, to compel him 
to have his accounts verified by an expert ac- 
countant. 

The Paris gives some interesting details 
setting forth the nature of the litigation which 
M. Bourget has commenced which has the 
moral support of the Société des Gens de Let- 
tres. The case which has arisen over the pub- 
lication of ‘‘Cosmopolis” is one of principle, 
and should it be won by the author is calculated 
to make quite a little revolution in the publish- 
ing business in Paris. 

According to the Paris, M. Paul Bourget has 
a contract with the Maison Lemerre which has 
still a considerable time to run. ‘‘ Cosmopolis ”’ 
was first published serially by the Figaro, In 
view of the contract with the Maison Lemerre, 
the Figaro had no rights whatever in the ordi- 
nary edition of the novel in book form. But it 
was arranged that a single illustrated edition 
should be published in which the /igaroand the 
Maison Lemerre should share profits. A con- 
tract to this effect was signed by the represen- 
tative of the Figaro, by M. Lemerre, and by M. 
Bourget. 

The conclusion drawn from this contract by 
the Figaro and M. Bourget was that M. Le- 
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merre had no right to publish an illustrated 
edition on his own account. 

While M. Bourget was in the United States 
he found there in circulation an illustrated 
edition published by M. Lemerre without the 
latter having said anything about it to the 
other interested parties. 

When M. Bourget returned to Paris he in- 
formed the /igaro about the illustrated edition, 
and the /igaro at once started a lawsuit against 
M. Lemerre. This action will be heard along 
with that of M. Bourget, but, as the Paris 
points out, it is of no general interest, in that 
it is a mere commercial dispute. 

‘Up to this point,’”’ according to the New 
York Herald, ‘‘the relations between M. Bourget 
and M. Lemerre had been of a purely friendly 
character, The novelist had complete confi- 
dence in the publisher, and never required 
that strict accounts be shown him. 

‘* But after finding the illustrated edition in 
America it seemed plain to M. Bourget that in 
the future he must consider business to be 
business, and not a mere item in friendly in- 
tercourse. 

‘*He explained to M. Lemerre that, in view 
of their long friendship, he did not wish to 
bring an action against him, but that as a mat- 
ter of business he must demand the insertion 
in their contract of a clause to the effect that 
their accounts should be kept mutually, and 
only settled after a due comparison and verifi- 
cation of them. 

‘* Furthermore, M. Bourget required that his 
past accounts should be audited again. 

‘*M. Lemerre agreed to this latter demand, 
and admitted, on a re-examination of the ac- 
counts, which, it appears, had already been 
settled, that he owed M. Bourget 44,000f. 

‘* This did not strengthen the confidence of 
M. Bourget in his publisher, and he demanded, 
through the intervention of a Auissier, that the 
full accounts and books should be shown to 
him. 

‘*When the Auissier went to see M. Lemerre 
with this demand the latter refused to comply 
with it, as being contrary to his dignity. 

‘*In view of the old friendship M. Bourget 
did not insist, and confined his action to start- 
ing the lawsuit in question. 

‘*With a view of making the case one of 
principle, M. Bourget asked the Société des 
Gens de Lettres to take over the action he had 
commenced. But the affair was in too ad- 
vanced a state for the Société to do this. It 
promised, however, that its counsel, M. Huard, 
who has made a specialty of questions of law 
involved by literary contracts, should assist M. 
Bourget’s advocate.” 





ALEXANDER MACMILLAN’S IDEAL AS 
A PUBLISHER. 


ALEXANDER MACMILLAN, Mr. I. N. Ford writes 
from London to the New York 7yribune, ‘‘ was 
not only a man who loved books and had quick 
perception and refinement of taste, but he also 
had strong convictions respecting the moral 
responsibility of a publisher to the public. He 
had high ideals and never lost sight of them. 
A shrewd Scotchman in his business dealings, 
he was too high-minded to publish books solely 
because they seemed to have qualities which 
would command a large sale. His standards 
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were not lowered from any mistaken idea that 
the publisher is a broker, buying anything that 
the author is not ashamed to write over his 
signature, and selling what the public is anx- 
ious to buy. He took a broad and wholesome 
view of the publisher’s functions, and never 
acted upon the assumption that the morbid or 
gross requirements of public appetite released 
him from his responsibility to promote the in- 
terests of good literature. Association with a 
publisher who had so true a sense of the dig- 
nity of his calling was an honor highly prized. 
Authors of distinction not only admired his 
acute business judgment, his fine taste, his gen- 
erous nature and his amiable personal qualities, 
but they were proud to be numbered among his 
friends. 

‘‘ Indeed, the example of the two Scotchmen, 
who, without the early advantages of educa- 
tion, and with their peasant mother’s keen, 
practical intelligence as their main resource, 
contrived between them to establish a great 
business and to rally around them the best lit- 
erary workmen of their time, is one of the 
noblest traditions of the publishing world. 
They succeeded because from the outset they 
took a high view of theirvocation. Alexander 
Macmillan, at the close of a long and honora- 
ble life, had been as loyal to his convictions 
and as true in his sympathies as the earnest, 
impetuous brother, who, when he was a shop- 
man earning $400 a year, scouted the idea that 
he was merely working for bread, but pro- 
claimed himself a teacher and a prophet, min 
istering to the well-being of men and aiding his 
great Taskmaster in reducing the world to or- 
der, beauty, and harmony.” 





A SUMPTUOUS ECCLESIASTICAL PUB- 
LICATION, 


D. B. Uppikeg, of Boston, who in 1892 was 
commissioned by the General Convention of the 
Episcopal Church to prepare a special edition of 
the Standard Book of Common Prayer, has 
undertaken the task to print an edition of the 
Altar Book on similar lines and in a manner 
as sumptuous as possible. 

The book contains the collects, epistles, and 
gospels to be used throughout the year; the 
order for the administration of the Lord’s Sup- 
per, or holy communion; the collects, epistles, 
and gospels for the communion of the sick, for 
the visitation of prisoners, for Thanksgiving 
Day, for the ordering of deacons, for the or- 
dering of priests, and the consecration of bish- 
ops, and for the consecration of a church or 
chapel. In addition the musical notation of 
such parts of these services as may be said or 
sung by the priest is given, the music being so 
arranged that it shall not necessarily interfere 
with the custom of those priests who do not in- 
tone the service. The text follows exactly the 
revised Standard Book of Common Prayer of 
1892. The authorization of the work is shown 
by the certificate of the Rev. Dr. Samuel Hart, 
custodian of the Standard Book of Common 
Prayer. 

Original illustrations form the most striking 
feature of the volume. These include pictures 
suitable to the festivals of Christmas, Easter, 
Ascension, Whitsunday, and Trinity. The 
first Sunday in Advent is faced by a represen- 
tation of Moses lifting up the serpent in the 
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wilderness, as the Old Testament type 
of the crucifixion, and the series closes 
with a plate facing the prayer of con- 
secration, representing the crucifixion. 
These pictures are the work of Robert 
Anning Bell, of Liverpool, a designer 
in the front rank of English artists. 
All of the seven plates in the book are 
surrounded by decorated borders in 
black and white, which are the work 
of Bertram Grosvenor Goodhue, and 
the pages opposite each plate have 
borders surrounding the gospel for the 
festival of the same elaborate char- 
acter. All the fourteen borders differ, 
and every collect, epistle, and gospel 
begins with an initial letter designed 
by Mr. Goodhue. Upon the large ini- 
tials for each collect there is a shield, 
or scroll, bearing, from the first Sun- 
day in Advent to Trinity Sunday, sym- 
bols of the seasons, or saints, to 
which the collect is proper, and for the 
Sundays after Trinity the names of the 
cardinal virtues, the gifts of the Spirit, 
etc., in Latin. 

In the border for Christmas Day 
bats and moles are interwoven in foli- 
age, signifying the darkness of the old 
dispensation, while owls hold in their 
talons scrolls bearing the names of the 
patriarchs, the major prophets, etc. 
The Easter border contains peacocks, 
the ancient emblem of the resurrec- 
tion, holding in their place scrolls bear- 
ing the names of the four evangelists, 
the doctors of the Church especially as- 
sociated with the Prayer-Book, and the three 
Marys, as typical of the light of the new dis- 
pensation and the triumph of the Church over 
the synagogue. Sir John Stainer has super- 
vised the musical: part of the book. The book 
is an imperial folio, 11 by 15 inches. The edi- 
tion is limited to 350 copies. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


THE Rev. Dr. Sanford Hunt, senior agent of 
the Methodist Book Concern, died suddenly on 
Monday evening, February 10, in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, where he had gone to attend the annual 
meeting of the Methodist Book Committee. 
Dr. Hunt was born in Eden, Erie Co., N. Y., in 
1825. He studied at Allegheny College, Mead- 
ville, Pa., from which institution he was grad- 
uated in 1847 with the honors of his class in 
Latin. * In August, 1847, he began his career 
as a preacher,

For two years during the Civil War he was |

Commission for western New York, and he | 


twice went South for active work in the army 
among the soldiers. Then for nearly ten years 
he was presiding elder of different districts, 
and in 1879 he became identified with that 
branch of the Methodist Church work in which 
he achieved his greatest success.

He held those two of- 
fices continually until the time of his death, 
and in the same time wrote a book on ‘‘ The 
History of Buffalo Methodism.” He had pre- 
viously written two other books of especial 
value in Methodist literature, and highly use- 
fulin the study of the polity and laws of the 


‘Church. These were ‘‘ A Handbook for Trus- 


tees” and ‘‘Religious Corporations.” The 
latter presented phases of religious corpora- 
tions which throw much light upon the differ- 
ent questions frequently arising about church 
property. 

To Dr. Hunt’s energy and executive ability 
was largely due the erection of the present 
home of the Methodist Book Concern. He 
was practically the leader in the movement tor 
the erection of the building and in the success- 
ful effort to pay off the debt incurred by the 
erection of the building, which is now valued 
at $1,100,000. He left home two weeks ago 
for a trip through the South and to Cincinnati 
in the interest of the Book Concern. He was 
in the best of health when he left home, and 
the news of his death was a severe shock to 
his relatives and numerous friends. His wife 
and three daughters—Mrs. H. E. Blinn, of 
Lockport, Mrs. A. H. Dickinson, of Buffalo, and 
Mrs. A. B. Sandford, the wife of the Rev. Dr. 
A. B. Sandford, assistant! editor of Zhe Meth- 
odtst Review—survive him.

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WILLIAM PAGE Stowe, D.D., for twelve 
years junior agent of the Western Methodist 
Book Concern, died in the second week of 
January last.

In 1880, when Dr. Luke Hitch- 
cock retired, he was elected one of the Western 
Book Agents, and was re-elected in 1884, when 
Dr. Walden was made bishop, and re-elected 
again in 1888, serving in all twelve years. 


T. L. D. Watrorp, of Richmond, Va., died 
on January 27. He was sixty-six years old, 
and was born in Richmond. Mr. Walford was 
one of the oldest men in the book trade of his 
native city, and was for many years secretary 
of the Bible Society of Virginia. 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


JuLEs LEMAITRE, dramatist and the leading 
dramatic critic of Paris, has been admitted as a 
member to the French Academy. He was born 
in Paris in 1853, and studied at the Ecole 
Normale, which he left with a high literary de- 
gree in 1875. He was appointed professor of 
rhetoric at Havre, where he remained until 
1884, when he returned to Paris. Two years 
later he filled the place of J. J. Weiss as dram- 
atic critic of the Journal des Débats. Then he 
began writing also for Figaro. Jules Lemaitre 
has collected his dramatic criticisms in a series 
of volumes entitled ‘‘ Impressions de Théatre,” 
and his literary studies in a series called ‘‘ Les 
Contemporains.” His fiction includes ‘‘ Sere- 
nus, Histoire @’un Martyr” and ‘‘ Dix Contes”; 
and his collections of poems are called ‘‘ Me- 
dallions” and ‘‘ Petites Orientales.” Some 
one has compared Paul Bourget, Robert de 
Bonnieres, and Jules Lemaitre in this way: 
‘* Bourget captivates young people, because he 
is sentimental; Bonnieres occupies the salons, 
because he has wit and 4on ton, while Lemaitre, 
ironical, sarcastic Lemaitre, rules over the 
provinces.” 


MADAME STEPNIAK intends to preparea record 
of the life and work of her husband. Prince 
Krapotkin will edit and arrange the Russian 
section of the memoir, and Prof. York Powell, 
Mr. Edward Garnett. and Malatesta, the Italian 
Anarchist, will contribute chapters, respec- 
tively, on Stepniak as a critic, Stepniak as a 
political writer, and Stepniak in Italy.

Joun G. Witson, who turned up in Buffalo, 
N. Y., from no one knows where a year or so 
ago, and undertook to publish a history of 
‘‘Our Police and Our City,” has disappeared, 
and is said to have taken with him several 
thousand dollars obtained in a fraudulent 
manner. Wilson represented to the police 
commissioners that he intended publishing a 
history of the police department, the proceeds 
of which, over and above a certain sum for his 


services, would go to the Police Pension Fund. 
The commissioners gave him their assistance, 
and he began canvassing. In connection with 
the work, sketches of prominent men were to 
be introduced in the book, for which the sub- 
jects were supposed to pay. Wilson obtained 
a number of such subscriptions, ranging from 
$50 to $100 each, and he entered into a con- 
tract with a local publishing house for the pub- 
lication of the work. 


FLEMING H. REVELL CoMPANY have in press 
an important work on China entitled ‘‘ A Cycle 
of Cathay.”’ The author, Rev. Dr. W. A. P. 
Martin, was for over twenty-five years the 
president of the ‘‘ Tung-wen-Kwan” (College 
of Foreign Knowledge), a Chinese Government 
institution at Peking. During his incumbency 
of this position, and previously as an attaché 
of the United States Legation, he was able to 
observe the march of events from a view-point 
at the command of few other Westerners. His 
comments on recent history in the Far East are 
those of an insider, who himself exerted not a 
little influence upon its course. Dr. Martin’s 
early service as a missionary in southern 
China is also touched upon, and throughout the 
book missionary matters are treated with sym- 
pathy and knowledge. The illustrations, re- 
produced from sketches by Chinese artists and 
photographs, will consist of sixteen full-page 
plates, and between twenty and thirty small 
cuts printed in the letter-press. The work is 
also to have a map and an index. They have 
nearly ready a volume entitled ‘‘ Vikings of 
To-Day,” by Dr. W. T. Grenfell, who writes 
briefly but interestingly of the vast but little- 
known peninsula of Labrador, its resources, 
inhabitants, etc. The work will be illustrated 
from photographs by the author.

‘* The Recollections of an Old Army Doctor,” 
by Dr. Gibney, of Cheltenham, who joined the 
army as a surgeon in 1813, and in the course of 
the operations of the ensuing two years was 
present at Quatre Bras and Waterloo.
